The Speaker laid before the Senate a let- 
ter from the President of the Philadelphia 
Bank, stating that the bank has subscribed,

dred shares to the stock of the Chesapeak 
and Delaware canal, which, at the expira- 
tion of fifteen years, becomes the exclusive 
property of the commonwealth. 

Mr. Dunlop, from the judiciary commit- 
tee, after making a report on the subject 
of facilitating the reporting and publishing 
the decisions of the Supreme Court of this 
commonwealth, offered the following reso- 
lution : :

Mr. Mahany, presented a petition from 
several clergymen and justices of the peace, 
of Philadelphia, fora law on the subject of 
marriages. [From their statement, it would 
appear, that no law exists strictly applica- 
ble to the proper regulation of this subject 
—but that a penalty of £50 awaits the cler- 
man or magistrate, who marries a coupie, 
either of whom is under age, without con- 
sent of pareuts—that they are often impos- 
ed on, by mistatements of the parties, and 
sometimes by older people, personating the 
parents and giving consent. In this case 
no penalty lies against the rea! offenders, 
but punishment falls on the innocent and 
deceived administrator of the marriage cer- 
emony. | 

Mr. W. Smyth, moved to refer the peti- 
tion to the committee on vice & immorality 
—Mr. Brown retorted by proposing the 
committee op domestic manufactures. 
Neither of these motions was agreed to, and 
it was referred to Mahany, Hays, Roberts, 
Meredith, Keys. 

REPORT. 

Mr. Wise, from the committee on John 
J. Maus’s petition, reported, in substance, 
that if the facts set forth in his petition be 
true, the proper remedy would be the re- 
moval of Judge Chapman, and not a special 
court for the trial of his cause—they offer- 
ed a resolution that the committee be dis- 
charged from the subject ; and another res- 
olution that a committee be appointed to 
investigate the official conduct of Judge 
Chapman, with authority to send for per- 
sons and papers.

We mentioned, in our last, the anima- 
ting fact, that in the Island of Ceylon, as 
many as 80 individuals had recently obtain- 
ed hope and pardon and acceptance through 
the merits of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. Some particulars concerning the 
revival are contained in the following letter 
from one of the female missionaries at that 
station, to the Editor of the Religious Intel- 
ligencer.—ecorder and Telegraph. 


OnooviL.e, Jaffna, March 23, 1824. 


You have no doubt wondered at the good- 
ness of God to us so unworthy, and you will 
wonder. still more when you hear that he 
has lately poured out his Spirit, so that we 
have seen nearly every individual connec- 
ted with our station inguire, ** what shall 
I do to be saved?” The work commenced 
at Tillapally, about two months ago ; then 
at Odooville, Manepy, Panditerripo and 
Batticotta. In the boarding schools, study 
has been laid aside for many days together, 
and laborers have in some instances, been 
released from their employments. It has 
appeared to us a great work, and we see 
no evidence that itis atan end. 4 our 
stations, those who have appeared well, 
generally appear tobe going forward and 


school is much affected, and the nominal 
Christians of Ch. David’s church, are awa- 
king from their sleep of something worse 
than heathenism. We are. much encoura- 
ged in the hope that the Lord will make a 
longand thorough work in thisdisttiet ; and 
though to him it will be easy, to uy it will be 
hard work, for we have found nothing wear 
upon us like the recent anxieties and labors 
with inquiring souls. Lt will { hope, furn- 
ish a new plea, for calling loudly for more 
laborers. (would mention the number of 
hopeful converts, but wescarcely allow our- 
selves to count them, end much less believe 
that they will persevere to the end. About 
80 profess a hope, but tey are most of them 
children, some not more than 8 years of 
age ; they are a ‘o numberless temp- 
tations, and if half thatnumber endure, we 
shall have much reason ‘or gratitude. 

I know of nothing thatappeared as a pre- 
paration for what we have seen, except a 
day of fasting in December, which was an 
uncommon day to most of us.. At Odoo- 
ville, we had been chastened for some 
time, by the illnessof Mr. W. and myself 
with our children, butin other respects as 
usual. The prayer meeting on the first 
Monday in February, was a time of wrest- 
ling at the throne of grace, when the **Spir- 
it seemed to make intercession for.us, with 


groanings which cannot be utteredy’? aed 
camoo that time thie spirit or prayer, which 


was before given to some extent, has been 
abundantly increased, so that days, and al- 
most nights, have beeh spent in waiting be- 
ore the Lord, as I never witnessed beture. 
It seems to be a greater privilege to pray 
than it ever was before, and we can get 
nearer to God, as though he were a com- 
— and friend, and order our cause be- 
ore him. I could give you many interest- 
ing particulars, but the short limits of a let- 
ter, do not allow it. You will no doubt, 
pray more for this mission, than you. have 
done, and many friends who hear ef what 
the Lord is doing, will give thanks for such 
answers to their prayers, and be encouraged 
to plead with new faith and hope.

You some time ago invited your subscri- 
| bers to express their opinions, respecting the 
propriety of introducing political news im- 
to a religious paper ; 4 would theretore take 
the liberty of offering you afew remarks. 
icommence with observing, that there is 
nothing morally wrong in recording both 
political and religious events in the same 
paper, or on the same page ; we must there- 
fore consider it in another view, and in- 
quire whether the practice has a good or bad 
effect on the morals and piety of the public. 
If the tendency is a good one, then the 
practice ought to be continued ; but if on 
the contrary it is evil, then Editors and the 
christian community ought to act according- 

After considerable reflection on the sub- 
ject, I feel fully convinced that the practice 
under consideration is by no means profita- 
ble to the interests of religion, and there- 
fore ought to be abandoned. In corrobo- 
ration of my views, I beg leave to oifer the 
following considerations, which, though they 
may not throw much light on the subject, 
may probably elicit the sentiments of oth- 


ers better qualified to form a carract judy- 
mcut. 


To introduce, then, purely political or 
worldly events into a religious paper, ap- 
pears to me altogether unnecessary. ‘Lhere 
are agreat number and variety of news-pa- 
pers in the United States, expressly de- 
signed for the information of the public on 
political events, and for the amusement of 
the curious and inquisitive reader, anu 
these are within the reach and means of ai- 
most every individual ; why then should pa- 
pers, professedly religious, be nearly hati 
tilled with matter, having very little, if any 
immediate bearing on religion, and not un- 
frequently of directly an opposite tendency? 
Let it be considered too, that the greater 
part of those who take a religious paper, 
are also subscribers to a political one, so 
that they have two papers containing partly 
the very same items of intelligeice. 


An objection too on thescore of economy, 
probably felt by some, may be here presen- 
ted. ‘There are none who willingly pay 
two prices for the same article, whether it 
is material or intellectual. It is therefore 
calculated to excite unpleasant feelings, 
when a person, after reading an account 
of a political transaction in one paper, again 
meets with the same in another ; and he 
may feel disposed to withdraw his support 
from one of those papers as by no means ne- 
cessary to his instruction or amusement. 

A second consideration is, that the in- 
troduction of political and miscellaneous 
articles, tends, in some degree, to defeat the 
object of a religious ne: That object is, 
or ought to be, to call olf the attention from 
worldly concerns, to the more important 
realities of religion and eternity—to inform 
the christian public of the progress of 
Christ’s kingdom, and animate their exer- 
tions in promoting the salvation of our fal- 
len race. This object is grand and heav- 
enly, and-every way worthy of our utmost 
endeavors ; and nothing of a worldly na- 
ture should be permitted to interfere with 
it. But in reading a paper in which sacred 
and profane subjects are intermingled, the 
attention is divided between them, and good 
impressions much weakened, if not effaced; 
or it is perhaps more frequently engrossed 
by those subjects which do not bear a reli- 
fgious character. Many individuals, who 
feel very little interest in religious thin 
will at times take up a religious paper for the 
* se of filling up a few vacant minutes. 

uch persons will always prefer to read of 
worldly things, and if they are to be found 
jin the paper, they willbe almost invariabl 
selected, whilst the religious part will 
be disregarded.

_ Sometimes also articles are introduced 
into religious papers, which have, unques- 
tionably, an evil tendency. 

I hope I shall not give offence’ by illus- 
trating my meaning with an example from 
the Circular. 0. 34, novels and ro-

subjects ought to be distinctly marked 3 by 
this can scarcely bedone when they are intr, 
duced into the same paper and placed upo, 
the same page. They may indeed, ty 
brought together in way of contrast, with 
propriety and advantage, for virtue will 
pear more lovely when contras‘ed vie 
native deformity of vice. But when no tom. 
parison is drawn, and when the superiorit 
of religion over the world is not show 
they are associated and made equal, rather 
than opposed. 

The last, and, inmy mind, most weight 
consideration is, that the practice condemp. 
ed, has an wunsanctifying influence on the 
Sabbath day. A great number of. those 
who take religious publications, are so o¢. 
cupied with their worldiy concerns durin 
six days of the week, that they have very 
little, if any time, to peruse their paper, ex. 
cept on the sabbath. There can, it is be. 
heved, be no moral evil, in reading. on the 
Lord’s day, articles of a pious and holy ten. 
dency, through whatever medium they ma 
be presented ; but on the other hand, there 
can be no doubt of the impropriety and sin 
of occupying the sacred hours of that da 
which the Almighty has sanctified and bless. 
ed, with political and worldly affairs. But 
is there not great danger, that the Sabbath 
will be profaned in this manner, if articles, 
improper to be read on that day, are found 
in papers. professedly devoted to the inte 
rests of religion. Nay, is it not certain, 
thatin innumerable instances, those subjects 
will be selected, which lead the thoughts 
from divine things, in preference to those, 
which are calcu ated to excite a pious and 
devotional temp r P 

I may, moreover, safely appeal to the 
most pious part of the community and in- 
quire, if ithas not cost them some effort to 
pass over articles of political news, when’ 
they have met their view on the Sabbath, 
while perusing a religious paper. In Eng- 
land, the publication of **Sunday News. 
papers” has long been matter of regret ° to 
the o part of the people, and they have 
made repeated efforts to abolish the evil : 
And although in this country we have no 
panes / popes, will not the evil be as great, 
if worldly affairs are found in papers that 
are read on Sunday?

necessary to its support. In accordance, 
therefore, with that plan we commenced 
our arduous editorial labor ; giving our rea- 
ders weekly such a variety, as in our opin- 
ion, was best calculated, to suit the differ- 
ent tastes of the various characters of which 
our subscribers are composed, taking spe- 
cial care always to introduce such Religious 
matter, as we thought, could not fail to im- 
prove the heart of ‘those who meant well to 
their immortal souls. 

- Now, whether we ‘ invited our sub- 
scribers to express their opinions respecting 
the propriety of introducing political news in- 
to” our paper, is not of so nuch importance 
as, whether we adhered to our plan propos- 
ed at the commencement of our editorial 
career. ‘That we have pursued the plan 
proposed, as closely, as under all circuim- 
stances, we could, a reference to the file of 
the Circular will prove. 

Were we not of the same opinion with 
Mr. “C.” that ‘there is nothing morally 
wrong in recording both political and _reli- 
gious events in the same paper,” we should 
certainly not have adopted-much less now 
continue the practice. 

Our object is not to reply, at length, to 
Mr. ** C.’s” remarks ; nor to investigate the 
possible effects produced by a paper but 
partially devoted to religious subjects ; but 
rather to justify our conduct hitherto, by 
proving, that we have conducted the Cir- 
tular as strictly actording to the promises 
made dt the commencement of its publica- 
tion, as the nature of the circuinstances in 
which we were placed, permitted.

On a work, entitled: 
“LETTERS OF PAUL AND AMICUS,” &c. 
At what period civilization made its first 
struggle, is a problem for the solution of 
which, we have no certain data. In the 
languaye of metaphor, however, it was mid- 
night. Atthis dark and sombre Sperm when 
the elements of art lay concealed in nature, 
when the powers and faculties of nan, were 
hidden from himself, soinething, in the grand 
machinery of his Maker, addressed human 
beings and called them together. Under 
this state of things, necessity urged men to 
theinvention of means, calculated to protect 
them trom external invasion, and to atford 
them internal support. Intent on this, dif- 
ferent plans were devised by different indi- 
viduals ; and these in their turn, adopted 
or .rejected, according to their fitness for 
meeting the exigencies of an infant commu- 
nity. But from the limited powers of men 
in the incipient state of domestic conven- 
tion, it isbut rational to infer that many in- 
ventors out-lived their inventions, and en- 
joyed the greater advantages of superior 
plans, Thus, many a one has been compell- 
ed to chant a dirge to the exit of a favor- 
ite offspring, amid acclamations of general 
joy at the celebration of national improve- 
ments. But in times of innovation, every 
caution should be eulivened by fear, and 
attempered with reason. The enraged ge- 
nius of one individual, has sometimes 
drawn whole nations from the bosom of 
their laws, and from the inmost recesses of 
tlieir salutary habits. Church and state 
have commingled their powers, and the 
rights of the people have been steamed 
away ina crucible of anarchy and oppres- 
sion. Christianity, with her political dag- 
ger concealed under the sable vestments of 
her priesthood, has too often sharpened it 
to the work of death, upon the shivered frag- 
ments of her father’s law. 1 might des- 
cend to particulars; but this would be to 
travel with dyed garments in scenes of car- 
nage. It would b  toretrace a path hoyen 
up with the graves of variegated systems, 
and made dreary by the tombs of their foun- 


ders. 
Tie work of innovation is a Herculean 
task : itis an enterprize opposed by the 
“mt of some, the 1 ee i athers, and 
* the habits of all. Few, however, are so 
bewildered by pride of opinion as not, soon- 
er oc later, to ywid their assent to the in- 
troductien of realimprovement. But there 
always have been some, who, led captives 
by prejudice, have exerted uncommon 
ea in arresting the tide of improve- 
ment. But in the complicated machinery 
of human societies and inventions, these 
aré by no means useless : yet while I value 
them as. important in the race of im- 
rovement, I pity their conpirion, and re- 


joice that it is not my own. To the man of 
circumscribed views, innovation seems to 
imply acontempt of all former systems, 
and a total want of respect for their authors. 
But* he who has seen the clouds of savage 
night scatter before the stars of civilization, 








ihe region: of science grow lighter. and 
lighter, and the horizon of truth extend 
from time to time, by repeated inhova- 
ions, will soon overcome his attachment to 
antiquated forms, and gladly promote the 
interest of his country. 1 respect the -va- 
rious systems of English Grammar: I re- 
gard them as so many stepping-stones by 
which the science has been brought to its 
present height of excellence: and | respect 
their authors as men, and especially as the 
founders of s0 grand a commencement. | 
respect Mr. Murray, and render him thanks 
for the good he has done the Republic of 
letters. So far from holding him in con- 
tempt, or his work in derision, I would fire 
his system with the sparks elicited from the 
collision of its conflicting principles ;—I 
would a its ashes in a golden urn, and 
preserve them in memory of his worth. 


Mr. Murray’s system of English Gram- 
mar, is bot only wrong in many principles, 

but defective in extent. The dehuitions of 
the parts of speech, are a Vale sinking be- 

low the dignity of our language ; the rules 
are a hill rising above its grandeur: and 
the parsing of the words, is an impetuous 
stream overflowing the one, and undermin- 
ing the other. Our language has never 
been richly equipped with grammatical in- 
flections ; hence it can never be presented 
by those rules which apply with pertinency 
and force to regularly formed languages. 
Ours stands between a language copious in 
relative terminations, and a lean distorted 
tongue. A Grammar, therefore calculated 
to develope the principles of the English 
language, should take a middle course, re- 
luctantly leaving the perfections of one, and 
gladly shunning the defects of the other, 


But I am told that the common system 
of English Grammar, enables those whe uh-« 
derstand it. to write with grammatical pre- 
cision. And to rebut this, [ have thought 
it my duty to present a series of strictures 
on different works. I have taken the one be- 
fore me, not because itis written worse than 
productions in general, but because it is 
supposed to be written better.

SALTING MEAT. 


We know of no meat that is more im- 
proved by proper salting than beef 3 nor 
any that is more injured by injudicious salt- 
ing. ‘The eommon method of loading it 
with a large quantity of salt, adding a few 
ounces of salt petre, causes the beef to be 
hard and dry and destitute of any flavor.— 
But there are methods which prevent these 
evil effects and cause meat to be juicy, ten- 
der & of a rich flavor. Perhaps a method 
which secures these benefits in as cheap a 
way as any, is the following, viz : 

* For a barrel of beef take four quarts of 
common salt and pound it fine, also eight 
ounces of salt petre well pounded, and five 
vunds brown sugar. Rub the pieces of 
beef with the salt, then pack it close, sprink- 
ling the sugar and salt petre between the 
layers. No water will be needed, if the 
meat be well packed, the juices will form 
sufficient brine to cover it. In the spring 
the brine will need boiling, and three or 
four quarts of salt should be needed.” 

It will readily be discovered that the 
method here recommended is not expensive 
in materials nor labor. And we can assure 
our readers that its utility has been proved 
by many years experience ; and we hope it 
will be more extensively put to the test. 
Those families who salt two barrels of beef 
for home consumption, can easily try the 
receipt, and, by comparison with the old 
method clearly ascertain its worth.

Select a reapesy of the best growth of the 
field, in the sheaf. When wanted set up the 
sheavesin the barn floor and draw out the 
heaviest of the heads, from which thresh 
your seed. You will be well paid for your 
trouble.

Cure for the Whooping Cough.—** Dis- 
solve one scruple of salt of Tarter, ina gill 
of spring water—add 10 grains of Cochi- 
Kn fine] y powdered; sweeten this with loal 
Sugar. 

‘¢ Give to an infant the fourth part of a 
table spoonful 4 times a day, toachild 2 or 
3 years old, a half spoonful—and to one 
from 4 to 5 years a spoonful may be given. 
The relief is immediate, and the cure in 
general within 5 or 6 days —Maine Gaz. 

It is said, that a piece of lime the size of 
a walnut, put into the water in which pota- 
toes are boiling, will be found to have the 
effect of rendering the heaviest potatoes 
light and farinaceous.—Daily Paper. 


To remove IVarts.—Nitrate of silver (lu- 
nar caustic) cures those troublesome ex- 
cressences, called Warts, in an extremely 
simple and harmless manner. The method 
of using it is, to dip the end of the caustic 
ina little water, and to rub it over the 
warts. In the course of a few times, by so 
doing, they willbe gone. The muriate of 
ammonia (sal ammoniac) is likewise a very 
useful remedy. ‘* Out of 20 years’ prac- 
tice,” says a medical correspondent in the 
Monthly Magazine, ‘*I never knew the 
above remedies to fail.” 





FATAL RELAPSE IN SCARLET FEVER. 
In consequence of eating 2 raw Apples. 


A very lively boy was treated for an ex- 
ceedingly severe attack of scarlet fever. He 
speedily became convalescent under the use 
of full purgatives ; and he continued in an 
excellent state for ten days, when his father 

ave him 2 raw apples, which he ate. The 
fever returned immediately, and put on the 
form of typhusg Purgatives were given ev- 
ery day ; but 5 or 6 days 
fore the apple was entirely expelled and ev- 
ery piece was found so perfectly undigested, 
that it appeared just as when first eaten. 

Some amendment tgok place, but after 
the exhibition of a.#ery little broth, the 
symptoms were ighted up, and in a 
fortnight from eatitig’the apples the child 
died. 

This is not a solitary case. Dr. Arm- 
strong says, that he has seen many. cases of 
relapse in fever, and some of death from 
eating apples, or the pulp of oranges, or ve- 
ry often from broth. 

The treatment of convalescents after fe- 
ver requires much care and some skill. At 
one af the Irish hospitals the physicians 
make ita rule to let the patients ask for 
food for a whole week before a indulge 
them with it. [ Med. Intel.
